thrco-Btory brick " block At Collar Kapids, 
lown, belonging to Mulny & Proston, fell 
nt one o'clock Monday, whilo eorao twouty 
mon wore nt work upon it, nnd injured uioro 
or less dangerously eomo seventeen. One 
mnn was taken from tho ruins dead. Four 
or Eve mon havo injuries which it is bo- 
lioTOd thoy canuot survivo. 


The accident was caused by the insuffi- 


cient support of a part of tho building, 
where tho weight of unknown tona rested 
upon wooden columns, which wore to bo re- 
placed by iron ones when tho structure was 
complete. 
A gnle was blowing nt tho limo 


of tho accident, and tho building, which 
Lad boon raised to the top of Iho second 
story, foil with n deafening crash, without n 
moment's wnruing. The structure consisted 
of five stories, throo of which alono fell 
leaving tho adjoining two intact. 


It was fortuuntc that not nil tho mon bad 


returned from dinner. The whole city soon 
thronged to tho spot and excavation of tho 
debris began amid tho wnils of women, 
curses of thb living and moans of tho dying. 
Tho work continued all day and night, nml 
twelve men were fnkon out— 0110 donil, four 
or ilvo who canuot survive, and a number 
of others more or loss injured.

If tho earth did not bring 
forth her increase thoro would bo nothing 
for our railroads to transport by which to 
earn dividends upon thoir stocks ami bonds; 
our merchants would not need to replenish 
their stocks unless tho farmer had some- 
thing to exchange for goods. And yot wo 
find mon arguing against real estate invest- 
ments, and in favor of stocks and bonds of 
all kinds (especially do wo find this tho 
cnso in Now York Btnto, whnre so much in 
now being said and written on Life Insur- 
ance investments.) 


The truth is that when a mortgage upon 


real estate fails to bo a good investment 
thoro is no good investment for money, and 
it is particularly absurd, as wo havo said, to 
discredit real estate as a security in times 
of business depression. Then if ever wo 
want solid investments and tho sun does not 
shine, nor tho rain fall, nor tho riponiug; 
grain nod in unison with tho rise and fall in 
the Stock Exchange, tho worth of n farm or 
nn improved oity lot or n block of buildings 
is not to bo gauged by tho temporary condi- 
tion of tho market. Because men may not 
have the money to buy runl 
estate it 


does not therefore follow that real estate is 
valueless. Loans may be made on fictitious 
values, buildings placed where thoy will not 
ront, these are not good investments and 
losses may occur to tho capitalist, bnt n 
careful placing of loans on realty is the 
safest investment.
